ROME, Dec. 28— A dram atic appeal to King V ictor Em m anuel of 
Italy to cooperate in efforts for peace w as voiced by Pope Pius N II 
today when the pontiff visited the m onarch a t the royal palace. 
The occasion m arked the first tim e since 1870 th a t a pope has vis­ 
ited an Italian sovereign. 
“This visit seals the reconciliation of the Italian state and Holy 
See,” the pope declared. 
“The behavior of Italy should serve as an exam ple and pro 
im pulse to other nations to achieve a just peace. 
M eeting the Italian king in tho JiaF fd the Q uirm a^ Palm 
until 1870 w as in possession of 
the church, the pontiff stretched 
out his hand and lifted Victor 
Em m anuel from a kneeling posi­ 
tion.

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10 000 MAY BE 
DEAD IN TURK 
QUAKE SERIES 


Officials Rush Aid To Many 
Stricken Districts; Loss 
Total Uncertain 
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COMMUNICATION 
HALTED 


Numerous 
Persons 
Escape 
To Open 
Fields, But 
Suffer From Cold 


He Asks Aid 


ANKARA, Turkey, Dec. 
28— 
Fears th at as many as 10,000 per­ 
sons perished in earthquake shocks 
th at rocked northeastern Anatolia 
were expressed by Turkish offic 
ials today as aid was rushed to 
the stricken areas. 
New 
shocks 
late 
last 
night 
added to the terror in the regions 
where 
four 
principal 
temblors 
early yesterday levelled homes and 
public buildings, accompanied by 
ominous underground rumblings. 
Although earlier reports, based 
on advices trickling through a dis­ 
rupted communications system, in­ 
dicated a death list of some 6,000, 
a dramatic, unfinished telegram to 
Istanbul from an unidentified post­ 
office employee a t Tokat aroused 
fears th at the toll may mount 
much higher. 
“The whole district is rocking 
from a tremendous earthquake,” 
said this message. 
“There are 
more than 10,000 dead. The post­ 
office is collapsing . . . ” 
A t 
th at 
point 
the 
message 
ended, unfinished, and belief was 
expressed th at the sender died at 
his post under the ruins of the 
postoffice building. 
L ast night’s renewed temblors 
sent residents of the quake region, 
their nerves already strained to 
the breaking point, fleeing pell­ 
mell from their shattered homes 
to the comparative safety of open 
fields. 
But even there they were faced 
by intense cold and whirling bliz­ 
zards. 
Tents were their only pro­ 
tection. 
While adding to the suf­ 
ferings 
of 
the 
homeless, 
the 
w eather also seriously hampered 
the work of rescue and relief 
crews. 
A pparently the quakes followed 
a 
broad 
path south from 
the 
shores of the Black Sea to the 
mountainous plateau of the pro­ 
vince of Siwa, leaving the cities 
of Sivas, Yozgat, Amassia, Tokat, 
Samsun and Ordu in ruins. 
Communications 
were so dis­ 
rupted th a t full extent of the 
disaster and casualties could not 
be Immediately ascertained. 
E arlier yesterday, from 2 to 5 
a. rn., repeated shocks in Anatolia, 
including 
the 
A nkara 
district, 
caught residents sleeping in their 
beds. 
Many evidently were buried 
beneath the wreckage of their 
homes. 
Interior M inister Faik O ztrak 
left A nkara for the scene of the 
disaster to direct rescue and re­ 
lief measures. 
Officials expressed fears th at 
the temblors along the Black Sea 
coast may have been accompanied 
by tidal waves and floods in the 
low-lying country between the sea 
and the plateau.
